By on arrival at New.York, we are enabled 
to collect a few misceilanewus articles, which, 
though not of much importance, may be interest- 
ing 'o most readers. 

Disturbances still continue to prevail in 
Ireland. The countics of Carlow, Kik 
dare, Wicklow and Dublin have been 
searched for arms, and 667 stand of mus- 
kets, 126 swords, pikes and bayonets seized. 

At Bentry, a body of armed men, be- 
tween $00 and 700, mostly mounted, at- 
tacked the house of D. Meliefonte, Esq. 
and the houses of Messrs. Doyle and Pat- 
terson, from which they took arms, The 
party were pursued, one killed and others 
wounded. papers detail a great num- 
ber of outrages, in which many lives were 
lost, and many persons wounded. 

A clergyman, named Lowe, in the town 
of Mallow, Ireland, and a constabic, were 
shot at by the military, who mistook them 
for marauders. Five balls perforated the 
body of Loewe, who died instantly, and the 
constable was carried to the hotpital, past 
all hopes of recuvery. 

It was rumored that serious differences 
existed among the Ministers as to the ad- 
ministration of the government of Ircland. 
Some went so far as to say, that the Mar- 
qitis of Wellesicy’s rcign there would soon 
be terminated. 

Nothing of a definitive character had 
taken place with regard to the affairs of 
Turkey and Russia, and we have no means 
of judging whether war is likely to ensue, 
except that the long delay which has oc- 
curred is rather indicative of an eventual 
adjustment of differences than of an appeal 
to arms. The accounts however are very 
contradictory, and the English journalists 
coatinuc te indulge in speculations on the 
® The latest account from Constan- 
tinople is, that the Divan had demanded, 
thro’ the medium of Austria and England, 
a delay of 30 days from the 30th of Novem- 
ber to decide on the Russian ulitmatum. 

The French funds were in a state of fluc- 
tuation, on account, it was supposed, of a 
want of confidence in the new Ministry.

The Bankrupt Bill has been so deci- 
sively rejected, that there is no prospect | 
of its being revived at the present ses- | 
sion of Congress. There must be a radi-' 
cal change in the composition of the House | 
of Representatives—stich a one as there 
is little reason to expect at present—before 
the subject can be revived, with any hope | 
of a result different from that which has | 
now taken place.

The National Intelligencer expresses 
strong regret, that the claims allowed al- 
ready by the Commissioners under the 
treaty for the cession of the Floridas, ex- 
ceed five millions, the sum which it was 
believed by our administration would be 
sufficient to cover all the demands against 
our government. If we remember aright, 
our secretary of state contended, that two 
or three millions would be sufficient to 
cover allthe claims. The Spanish minis- 
ter, we believe, contended, that it would 
require at least fifteen millions.
